Turkish Government Pushing Out 
Reinforcements to the Frontier 
As Quickly as Possible. 



Additional Troops of the Powers 
Being: Sent to Crete— Farther 
Parley Useless. 



London, April 8.— The Earl oi Kimber- 
ley, leader of the Liberal party in the 
House of Tjords, speaking at a Liberal 
banquet this afternoon in London, urged 
the withdrawal of the Turkish troops as 
the first step in the pacification of Crete. 
He said the only true and secure policy 
was to come to a prompt understanding 
as to the form of government for 
the island. Personally he would 
like to see Crete under the gov- 
ernment of lireece and he believed if 
the powers concluded to adopt that 
course they would not meet with any 
serious objection from Turkey. The op- 
position, he said, had done its best to 
ascertain the policy of the government, 
but had been invariably disappointed 
and now felt relieved of all further re- 
sponsibility. 

Constantinople, April 8. — An extra- 
ordinary council of ministers of the em- 
pire was held at the palace to-day. ft is 
understood that as a result of it the 
Turkish government will reinforce the 
troops at Salouiea with thirty-two 
battalions of reliefs from Anatonia. 

The Mussulmans of Sitia are Buffering 
from want of water, the wells in town 
not being sufficient to supply their needs 
and the insurgents drive the Mussulmans 
back whenever the latter made attempts 
to obtain water outside the town, in spite 
of protection afforded by the foreign wor- 
ships in Suda Bay. The barrackB occu- 
pied by the Italian marines doing duty 
on shore at Candia have been burned to 
the ground. The cause of the fire is un- 
known. 

A detachment of 00(1 additional Rus- 
sian troops and an additional detach- 
ment of 700 British troops have arrived 
here. The consuls pointed out that fur- 
ther parley with the insurgents was UBe 
less because they were unable to give 
them definite information relative to the 
withdrawal of the Turkish troops or fur- 
nish the insurgent leaders with details 
regarding the autonomous form of gov- 
ernment which the powers proposed to 
confer on Crete.

Complete Freedom as to Rntes Will 13 e Re- 
served at the Postal Congress. 

London, April 8.— The financial secre- 
tary to the treasury, Mr. K. W. Han- 
bury, replying to a question as to whether 
care would be taken at the Washington 
Postal Congress to reserve for the Im- 
perial and Colonial governments com- 
plete freedom of action with respect to 
postal arrangements, including charges 
within the limits of the British empire, 
said that In lS'JOthe postoBicedepartment 
was advised that it did not have the 
power to establish rates differing from 
those prescribed by the postal union be- 
tweerrGreat Britain and her conloniee. 
Continuing, Mr. Hanbury explained 
that the congress of Vienna held that 
Great Britain might establish with her 
colonies rates below the union rates but 
above her inland rates. Mr. Hanbury 
further said he did not know whether 
this would bo confirmed by the Wash- 
ington congress. As a mutter of fact the 
secretary said in conclusion, the United 
States and Canada had already estab- 
lished rates below union rates as have 
Australia and Germany, and the union 
lias not interfered.

In orthodox railroading parlance, Mr. 
R. P. Rithet showed the green light for 
the benefit of Victorians at last night's 
public meeting in the 'city hall, and 
acting on the advice to " proceed with 
caution," the resolution prepared by the 
promoters of the meeting waB set aside, 
and an amendnient of very different 
tenor unanimously adopted. ThiB was 
after full and free discussion of the sub- 
ject in which a large and orderly au- 
dience manifested deep interest. Inci- 
dentally, Mr. Rithet had something to 
say in regard to public meetings which 
appeared to strike a popular chord. He 
took for his text the requisition, bearing 
20 signatures in all, as a result of 
which the meeting was convened, this 
document reading thus: 

" We, the undersigned ratepayers and 
citizens of Victoria, desire that Your 
Worship should call a meeting of the 
citizens together to discuss the question 
of aiding the construction of the Van- 
couver, Victoria and Eastern Railway 
and Navigation Com pant — a line from 
the Coast to Kootenay— and to discuss 
matters generally pertaining to railway 
construction in Hub province." 

Such a requisition as this, it was 
maintained, left the public entirely in 
the dark aB to the real purpose of the 
meeting. Surely the petitioners should 
give some outline of their topic— if it 
might not after all be desirable to make 
a public meeting like a money by-law, 
only obtainable in the event of a certain 
percentage of the citizens asking for it. 
The Original Proposition. 
Mayor Redfern being voted to the 
chair, and Mr. R. L. Drury having been 
chosen as secretary, the lirst speaker of 
the evening was introduced in the per- 
son of ex-Mayor John Grant. He pre- 
faced his remarks with the statement 
that the great question for Victorians to 
consider at the present time was " what 
shall we do to be Baved "—as a city, and 
in a purely commercial sense. The 
answer was undoubtedly " build rail- 
ways," for without railways how could 
the rich mines of the province be opened 
up or its vast areaB of agricultural 
land be made contributory _ to the 
support of a large and industri- 
ously population'.' Speaking from per- 
sonal knowledge of the country, ho 
could testify to the value and extent of 
its resources, and looking at the question 
of connection with Kootenay, was it not 
common sense to favor the direct route .' 
With such a road Victoria would be able 
to do profitable trade with the upper 
ountry — the Vancouver, Victoria and 
Eastern railway appeared to be the 
most practical p'roject before the public 
for Victoria, and hence he asked that 
the citizens of Victoria give the road 
their support. He quite agreed with 
His Worship the Mayor that politics 
should not enter into the discussion of 
railway affairs. He thought, however, 
that the governments of the country 
should be continually reminded of Vic- 
toria's rights, and of the fact that the 
..ad now favored by the government was 
unnecessarily indirect, and in conclud- 
_ his remarks introduced the follow- 
ing resolution : 

"Whereas at a meeting held in this 
hall on the evening of the 20tti January 
last it was unanimously resolved ' that 
this meeting emphatically urges upon 
the Provincial and Dominion govern- 
ments that substantial aid should be 
given lu the Vancouver, Victoria and 
Eastern -Railway and Navigation com- 
pany, to enable the company to proceed 
at once with the work herein set forth 
(having reference to the preamble) and 
that a copy of this resolution, signed by 
the mayor, as chairman, and by the. sec- 
retary, be forwarded to the Dominion 
and Ixical governments as well as each 
member representing this city and dis- 
trict in both the house of commons and 
the local legislature,' which whb done. 

" Inasmuch as this local government 
have submitted to the legislature at this 
session ' an act to autiiorize a loan of 
$2,500,000, for the purpose of aiding the 
construction of railways and other 
public works,' and inasmuch as the said 
act provides only for assistance for the 
building of a railway from the Coast to 
Chilliwack, approximately 00 miles, and 
for a railway from Penticton to the 
Boundary Creek district, approximately 
100 miles, leaving out for consideration 
and assistance that part of the country 
lying between Chilliwack and Penticton 
and that part connecting the Boundary 
Creek country with Rossland. All of 
which is set forth in and covered by the 
provisions of the Vancouver, Victoria cv. 
Eastern Railway and Navigation Corn- 
pan v Act, 1SD7. 

"Therefore be it resolved that in tho 
opinion of this meeting the government 
have overlooked the absolute im- 
portance and necessity of providing in 
the said act for such assistance as would 
assure, at an early date, the building of 
a continuous short line of railway from 
some point on the coast, by way of Hope, 
to Rossland, so as to give the best im- 
mediate resultb of the great possibilities 
existing along the proposed route; and 
therefore this meeting urges upon the 
government, that such aid shall be given 
as will enable the Vancouver, Victoria 
and Eastern Railway and Navigation 
Company to immediately commence and 
carry out their scheme at the earliest 
date possible."

Provision Is Made For Placing 
Steam Launches Upon the 
Yukon River. 



Mail Subsidies Practically the Same 
Except a Redaction Between 
Victoria and 'Frisco. 



Ottawa, April S.— (Special) — From 
July 1 next the interest on deposits in 
the post office government savings 
banks will be reduced from .'I 1 ., to 3 per 
cent. The banks have been urging this 
step for some time on the ground that 
the present state of the money markefc 
did not justify the government rate, and 
evidently their representatives have had 
weight with fielding, who thereby will 
save $170,500 annually. 

The estimates for the next fiscal year 
were presented to parliament to-day, 
showing a nominal decrease over this 
year of $223,788, but the supplementary 
estimates to come down will not only 
wipe out this decrease, but swell the 
annual expense by probably two mil- 
lions. On consolidated revenue account 
t here are decreases of nearly $1,000,000. 
On capital account, however, there isa 
substantial increase, due to tho deter- 
mination of Mr. Blair to push the St. 
Lawrence canals to completion. The es- 
timate of expenditure on account of 
canals chargeable to capital account is 
an increase of $2,.'>7S,472. 

Five thousand dollars will be voted 
for a statue of the Queen in commemor- 
ation of the Diamond jubilee, and five 
thousand for a statue of Alexander 
Mackenzie. Mail subsidies are practi- 
cally unchanged except that the Vic- 
toria-San Francisco service is further 
reduced live thousand. Steam launches 
will be placed on the upper Y'ukon at a 
cost of five thousand dollars. Dairying 
and cold storage has been increased by 
$81), 000. The immigration vote ia in- 
creased $14,000. 

The circuit allowances of judges of 
British Columbia were increased $1,000; 
Westminster nenitentiary vote was re- 
duced $2,000, and $73,000 iB allowed for 
the Victoria post office. To defray the 
expenses of exploring and surveying the 
country lying between the Slikeen 
river and the source of the Yukon, 
$0,000 is on the estimates. The 
customs service to Nelson is increased 
$3,500 ; mounted police vote is reduced 
$145,000. Other items are: Nanaimo 
harbor, improvements of south channel, 
$0,000; Columbia river improvements, 
above Golden, $5,000; Fraser river, im- 
provement of ship channel, $20,000, gen- 
eral repairs and improvements to har- 
bor, river and bridge works, $11,000; 
Skeena river, $3,500; Columbia river, 
removal of rock above Revelstoke, $2,- 
000; Duncan river, improvement of, $3,- 
000; Okanagan river, improvement of, 
$5,000; William Head quarantine, re- 
pairs to wharf and improvement of wa- 
ter service, $075. 

Mr. Fielding announced forty-two su- 
perannuations since the government 
took office, involving an expenditure of 
$'23,000 a year. 

Mr. Charlton's Sunday observance 
gave the commons a chance to talk to- 
day the debate on the second reading 
being closed by the Premier stating that 
the bill was really within the provincial 
and not federal jurisdiction. It would 
interfere with continental interests in so 
far as it dealt with railway and canal 
Sunday traffic and he feared it could nor, 
be carried out. The second reading car- 
ried but the bill it is expected will bo 
killed or dropped. 

The Senate passed the address to-day 
and will adjourn to-morrow until the 
27 th.

The ore is clean sulphide, show- 
ing little or no copper. An assay of $27 
has been obtained. The average value 
of the uio to not known. Unpooled stock 
has jumped up to 1!> cents.

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FAST ATLANTIC ROUTE. 



Sauford Flcminp; Does Not Think St. 
Lawrence River Admits 
Speedy Travel. 



Still It Can Be Thirty -Six Hours 
Ahead of New York 
Route. 



\n Mr. Sanford Fleming's second ar- 
ticle upon " Our Atlantic Steamship Ser- 
vice," now issued fn pamphlet form, he 
continues hia indictment against the St. 
Lawrence route as dangerous to speedy 
navigation. Speaking of his first article 
he says: "Naturally, the conclusion 
formed by me, that the St. Lawrence 
route generally is unsuitable for rapid 
steaming, was not received with satisfac- 
tion. I fully share in the disappoint- 
ment experienced, and gladly welcome a 
suggestion which if carried iuto effect 
would give to the St. Lawrence an ever- 
increasing proportion of the European 
passenger business. This suggestion iB 
to combine summer voyages through the 
placid waters of the gulf and river, with 
a short passage across the ocean. This 
object may be accomplished in two ways: 
in both it is proposed to use only the 
southern entrance to the gulf. The 
first proposal is to run fast steamships 
between Quebec and Liverpool.'and with 
the view of expediting the mails and ac- 
commodating passengers from the Mari- 
time provinces and Eastern states, to 
make Sydney a port of call, Tha steam- 
ships to run at full speed between Syd- 
ney and Liverpool. Between Quebec 
and Sydney the speed to be reduced as 
circumstances may require. The second 
proposal is to divide the voyage into two 
distinct parts, one extending over the 
ocean proper from Sydney to the most 
eligible port in Great Britain, the other- 
embracing the river and gulf; on the 
former, fast steamships constructed 
specially for cairying only pasEengers 
and mails to be employed, on the latter, 
steamers of less speed than the oceau 
steamships, and suitable lor the naviga- 
tion of the gulf and river, to be placed 
on the route. The remarks which fol- 
low will refer chiefly to the second pro 
posal, as on examination it will be found 
on economic grounds to be entitled to 
r,i,e preference. With the view of mak- 
ing the proposal clear, I may explain 
that Sydney is on a well-sheltered inlet 
of the open Atlantic, directlyoutsidet.be 
southern entrance to ttie Gulf of St. Law- 
rence. It is conveniently situated for 
vessels passing between Quebec and Liv- 
erpool by the Cabot Straits. The geo- 
graphical position of Sydney is in other 
respects important. It is the extreme 
eastern terminus of the Intercolonial 
11 til way, and with the exception of the 
channel about a mile wide, known as 
the Gut of Canso (now crossed by a 
steam railway ferry), Sydney is in un- 
broken railway connection with Halifax, 
St. John, Quebec, Montreal, Toronto and 
Vancouver. The fact that Sydney is 
mgiit hundred and sixty nautical miles 
nearer Liverpool than New York, itself 
indicates that with steamships of equal 
speed the ocean passage can be made to 
and from Sydney in nearly two days less 
than to and from New York. 

The suggestion to follow the St. Law- 
rence from Sydney to Quebec does not 
involve the necessity of running at any 
unsafe speed in the Gulf or river St. 
Lawrence. As the mails can be con- 
vi yed to and from Sydney by railway 
much faster than by water, passengers 
only would go by the river and Gulf, 
and there would be no pressure from the 
post office department to accelerate the 
movement of the river steamers. The 
one object of the captain in command 
would be the safety and comfort of his 
passengers. 

These steamers meeting at Sydney, 
would during the summer months con- 
stitute a passenger line of the highest 
class between Quebec and Liverpool. 
At the end of the season the river boats 
would be laid up and the ocean steam - 
phips would extend their voyages to 
Halifax. On the opening of navigation 
in each new season and the disappear- 
ance of ice on the route to Sydney, the 
fast steamships would be withdrawn 
from the Halifax route and placed on 
the Sydney route. In the first part o( 
ttie summer it would be expedient for 
them to follow a southern course across 
the banks of Newfoundland, as the New 
York ships do, in order to keep at a safe 
distance from icebergs and obviate all 
ehfince of delay. 

• In making a comparison between 
routes it is necessary to bear in mind 
that the reported passages from New 
Yot k. to Liverpool are misleading. The 
passage is reckoned from Sandy Hook 
Lightship to Haunt's Rock. The former 
ii outside New York harbor, and if tide 
and weather be favorable it may he 
reached from New York in two hours, 
but under unfavorable conditions it may 
take twelve hours or more. On the other 
side of the Atlantic ' Damn's Rock' is 
t wo hundred and twenty-eight miles from 
the bar at the entrance of Liverpool 
harbor, These facts go to show that it 
is impossible to accept the time given in 
the press reports as the actual time re- 
quired to make the passage from land to 
land. One may make a just comparison 
between the proposed mail route via 
Sydney and the route via New York, if 
we take a common pointrin Canada such 
as Montreal, and B- common point in 
England such as London — reckoning 
equal steamship speed in both cases and 
making all reasonable allowances for de- 
lays :

'This comparison brings out very clear- 
ly that the proposed route via Sydney 



would be an excellent mail route, as ac- 
c irding to the above letters could be car* 
ried between Montreal and London, on 
an averatie, in thirty-six hours Iosb than 
via New York.' 

Mr. Fleming concludes: 'In view of 
these advantages and the yearly increas- 
ing development of trans-Atlantic pas- 
senger traffic, it does not seem an un- 
reasonable conclusion, that once fairly 
established, the route via Sydney would 
prove successful, and that in couree of 
years the number of Bteamers would 
require to be multiplied so that this 
route would partake of the character 
of a Canadian ferry. Transatlan- 
tic passenger traffic increases at 
a rapid rate, and overy new fa- 
cility, promotes its increase. Begin- 
ning with a weekly line, on a route 
which narrows the Atlantic to the short- 
est compass, as time goes on and further 
improvements in ship-building are in- 
troduced, more frequent sailings would 
be demanded. Firmly impressed with 
these views, I seo nothing to prevent the 
new Canadian route resulting eventually 
in a daily ferry connecting the two con- 
tinents."— Montreal Witness. 



STANDARD OIL. 

Enormous Dividends Make the Stock Jump 
at a Lively Rate. 

New York, April 8.— The Standard 
Oil is supplying Wall street with the 
biggest boom of the year. Since Satur 
day its certificates have jumped in value 
no less than nineteen points, and no one 
knows what the top notch quotation 
will be. Of the secrets of Standard Oil 
the street knows nothing, it makes no 
reports, its profits are divided in its own 
way, and all that the public is permitted 
to know is that on irregular dates the 
word goes forth that Standard Oil has 
declared a dividend of 10 or 15 percent 
The closing hid on the curb yesterday— 
the certificates are not listed on the ex 
change — was 290. On Saturday it was 
274, and is the top notch price for the 
stock. 

Standard Oil last year paid 31 percent, 
in dividends on a capitalization of !?9 
000,000. This means that tho enormous 
profit of $2,790,000 was distributed. So 
far this year 10 per cent, has been paid, 
on March 15. Another big dividend will 
probably come in June. Whether it 
will he for 10, 15 or -0 per cent, no one 
knows.

Discuss the Railway Policy and 
Pass Resolutions. 



Texada Has Lasqueti Island For a 
Aline Partner— Kooteuay's 
Trade Grows. 



Vancouvijr, April 8.— (Special) — Mr. 
C. C. Eldridge has been appointed by 
the minister of agriculture to collect an 
exhibit of the products of British Colum- 
bia industries for the World's fair at 
Stockholm. 

The women's ward of the city hospital 
has been decided upon and the city en- 
gineer has submitted the plans to the 
health committee. The new structure 
will be large and commodies and will be 
built between the two buildings on the 
present site. 

The public meeting here last night 
under the chairmanship of Mayor Tern- 
pleton was very thinly attended, only 
110 persons being present, including 
those interested in the proposed Victoria 
Vancouver it Eastern railway scheme.

Lean, the secretary of the company, Aid. 
McQueen, Mr. A. H. Lt. McGowan and 
Dr. Carroll. The line taken by the 
speakers was that the short line road 
proposed between the Coast, and Koote- 
nav should receive a subsidy of at le.ist. 
$1,000,000 or a yeaily guarantee of $150,- 
000 lor a period of years. Strong n' i-acfc - 
were made on the proposal to aid ill ■ mil- 
road between liute Inlet and Que?iic!le, 
and that to aid .Mr, Ueinze's railroad be- 
tween Penticton and Boundary cr i !• . 
This last railroad proposal would, i t was 
contended, piay. illici tly into the hinds 
of the C.P.R. monopoly. Mr. A. K. 1!. 
McFarlauo, whose rematks were not so 
favorably received as those of ti;e other 
speakers, wanted to know how much lha 
syndicate had put into the scheme and 
what guarantees lhay wanted from the 
government? He also suggested that 
the provincial government and the vari- 
ous municipalities might combine in 
guaranteeing interest fur the proposed 
road, lie was against the government 's 
proposals, but thought that safeguards 
were wanted and conditions securing 
the public interests in regard to the 
coast syndicate scheme. Such appeared 
to bo the general tenor of Mr. McFar- 
lane's remarks, but frequent interrup- 
tions rendered him at times almost in- 
audible and he was ultimately com- 
pelled to sit down without, finishing his 
remark?. Resolutions were then car- 
ried urging the government either to 
modify in favor of llie Coast, Victoria, 
Vancouver and Eastern railway orel.se 
withdraw the present railroad subsidy 
bill, and also endorsing the action tak- 
en !.y the city couin il in appointing a 
delegation to Vic.toi i.i.

the question might bo taken up 
again at a later date, but that 
it should not be taken up again 
at all. It seems very obvious that 
there c'an be no intelligent diseussiou 
of a motion to postpone consideration 
for three months, unless the merits 
of the proposition under consideration 
can be gone into. It might well ue that 
the very essence of the proposition con- 
sists in its peremptory character, and 
therefore the best possible reason against 
postponmeut would be that delay would 
defeat its object. It might be that the 
reason for postponment might be that 
tho questions involved are of such a 
nature that the house is not in a posi- 
tion to deal intelligently with them. It 
might be that the reasons against post- 
ponmeut are to be found in the merits 
of the resolution. Hence we think Mr. 
Speaker was wrong in his application of 
the rule. The matter iB of very great 
importance and more in the interest of 
the minority than the majority. The 
government might shut off the discus- 
sion of every resolution moved by the 
opposition by moving a postponment for 
three months. If Mr. Speaker's ruling 
iu this case becomes a precedent the op- 
position may lind that they have been 
cutting a rod for their own backs. 



from what it now is. Half the changes 
that are suggested in the legislature are 
not reforms. The lirst governor of New 
Brunswick, Sir Thomas Carleton, in his 
speech at the opening of the second ses- 
sion of tho first legislature, said: "You 
passed a good many statutes at your last 
session and as it is more advisable that 
tho people should grow accustomed to 
the laws and learn to understand them 
than that there should bo frequent 
changes, I advise you to pass as few 
new measures as possible at your pres- 
ent session." Wise Sir Thomas. 



THE PROPOSED BY-LAWS. 

On Wednesday next two important 
by-laws will be submitted to the electors 
of Victoria. One provides for a grant of 
:•;•-!, 500 for the public library. It author- 
izes the employment of an assistant li- 
brarian, but we understand that there is 
no intention to employ one, although it 
was deemed advisable for the city coun- 
cil to ask lor authority to make the ap- 
pointment in case it should be neces- 
Bary. The expectation is that only a 
small portion of the sum mentioned in 
the by-law will be expended this year. 
Is'ext year there would be an outlay of 
about $1,000 for new books, and this, it 
Is thought, would put the library in very 
•rood condition. The remainder of the 
amount would be spent in keeping the 
institution up to date and the payments 
would be extended over a series of 
years. The library is very well patron- 
ized, although it is not in by any means 
a satisfactory condition. It is an exceed- 
ingly useful institution and wo hope the 
taxpayers will decide on Wednesday 
next to put the council in u position to 
make it what it ought to be. It is very 
economically managed and there is prob- 
ably no city institution out of which the 
taxpayers receive more value for the 
small sum expended. 

The other by-law is to authorize the 
borrowing of $17,000 for the use of the 
Hoard of School Trustees. The object 
of the loan is to put the High school in 
a proper condition from a sanitary point 
of view and otherwise. So far as we 
have been able to gather from what is 
Haul on the public streets on this subject 
there is a singular lack of comprehen- 
sion of it on the part of the people. It 
may be fairly said that if the expendi- 
ture is needed and the amount asked is 
sufficient to make the High school what 
it ought to be, the money will be very 
promptly voted by the people. The 
school trustees seem to have contented 
themselves with asking to have the by- 
law submitted and to be willing to trust 
to the taxpayers being able to evolve 
from their inner consciousness the 
reasons why it should be adopted. 
Having asked the taxpayers to vote the 
money the trustees would not exceed 
their duty if they would take the earliest 
possible opportunity to present to the 
public the reasons why the amount 
should be voted. If this is not done 
there is great danger that the by-law 
will be defeated. We aro inclined to 
think that it ought to be curried, but 
would like further information on the 
subject. 



A POINT OF ORDER. 

A point aroBe in the legislature in con 
nection with Mr. Cotton's resolution re 
garding the mortgage tax and Torrens 
land registry ByBtein that is worth a 
little discussion. Mr. Booth moved that 
the further consideration of the resolu 
lion be postponed to that day three 
months, and Mr. Speaker ruled that 
under such a motion it was not com- 
petent for a member to speak to the 
merits of the question, citing May aa 
authority. May lays down that on the 
motion to adjourn a debate there shall 
be no discussion of the merits; bat Mr. 
Booth's motion was not for the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. It was a motion to 
throw the whole consideration of the 
question over for the present session, 
and therefore did not come within the 
class of motions referred to by May. 
Dr. Walkem really struck the main 
principle of the point of order when he 
said that the house must look to the ob- 
ject of tho motion, which was not that

CANADA AT THE JUBILEE. 

It is certainly to be hoped that Mr. 
baurier will be able to attend the jubi- 
lee celebration and take with him a fine 
representative detachment of Canadian 
soldiery. We find no stronger advocates 
oi this idea than the Conservative pa- 
pers in the East, which, on this ques- 
tion, have sunk all party feeling out of 
sight and hope to see the Dominion re- 
presented at London in a manner that 
will belit the dignity and loyalty of the 
premier colony. It is said to be the in- 
tention of the commissioners of the cel- 
ebration to give the Canadian First Min- 
ister marked distinction in recognition of 
the fact that the Dominion ia the only 
federated portion of the British Empire. 
The idea has been advanced that the 
provincial premiers should also be pre- 
sent in London, but we fancy this will 
hardly be acted on. , 

A representation worthy of the Do- 
minion ia all the more important be- 
cause it is very likely that tarill' legis- 
lation at the present session of 
parliament will be of a nature 
to promote trade with the United 
kingdom. It ia also desirable because 
the attention of tho British people is be- 
ing drawn towards Canada as never be- 
fore. When one finds in the London 
Times appreciative references to the 
mines of Ontario, British Columbia and 
the Yukon, he may make up his mind 
that we are on the eve of a growing in- 
terest in our resources which will mean 
much in a material sense for this coun- 
try. 

But this is not all. It ia fitting that 
Canada should be well represented at 
the jubilee celebration as a mark of the 
loyalty of this broad Dominion to the 
British flag and of tho esteem and love 
which our people feel towards Her Most 
Gracious Majesty. The Queen lias no 
more loyal subjects anywhere than are 
found in Canada. In no part of the 
world are liberty and equality so much 
the common lot of all men than here. 
We call ourselves subjects, but the sub- 
jection is a willing one. It is a mark of 
honor not a badge of servitude. Canada 
desires to mark her appreciation of the 
constitutional government of the sov- 
ereign and her love for the noble lady 
who for sixty years has almost typified 
in her lile the maxim, which claims 
that the crown can do nothing wrong.

CANADA AT THE JUBILEE. 

Fitting is it that the Dominion should 
be represented by an adequate conting- 
ent of our citizen soldiery at the jubilee 
festivities; and, atrong aa are sentiment- 
al reasons, they aro not alone the argu- 
ments that Bhould weigh in thia con- 
nection. Our neighbora to the south 
are raising tho tariff wall higher- still 
against our products — the Old Country 
throws open her gates of commerce to 
the four winds of heaven, and leads ua 
by a silken thread where our neighbors 
would drive us by hostile tarill' blows 
and alien labor laws.

It was early yesterday morning when 
the impress of Japan left quarantine 
for Vancouver. The usual troubles in 
handling the Chinese passengers at the 
station had been experienced, and in 
consequence the detention. Her mails 
for Victoria did not reach the poBt office 
unt il sometime during the morning, but 
they contained very little information of 
general interest, No news was received 
from the sealers that have crossed to 
Japan from here, but even if there had 
been it would have been quite unexpect 
ed, as the majority of sealing men at 
home do not look for anything from the 
absent lleet before June. The vessels go 
straight to the sealing grounds from 
Victoria and will not enter<any Japanese 
port except in cases of necessity, as the 
expenses generally involved are too 
great to be home this year. A Japanese 
paper received by the Empress says that 
the Mikado's Government has come to 
the conclusion that it cannot subsidize 
the Nippon Yueen Kaisha this year 
owing to the lack of funds. It promises 
its support, however, next year.

The lecture room oi the St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian church was tilled with a 
j gathering last evening that manifested 
j a keen interest in the lecture on Central 
j India, delivered by Mrs. Dr. McKellar, 
i of the Presbyterian mission in that re- 
mote part of the world. She spoke 
I of the country and work of the 
mission. There was, she said, a popula- 
tion of two hundred and eighty millions 
Their religion were Hinduism, Brah- 
maniem, Paraeeism and Mahometan- 
ism, there being more Mahometans 
in the country than in Turkey. She 
I described the climatic, soil and lastly 
' the cause of the famine. Central India, 
I the speaker stated, could well supply 
all the wdieat needed to sus- 
tain the famine stricken districts 
but the British government a few years 
atro decided, on recommendation of a 
royal commission, that they could not 
do without the revenue to he derived 
from the opium trade. Hence the coun- 
try that ought to supply bread 
is given over to the cultivation of 
the poppy, and many times more 
money than that received from 
opium duties must now be spent in the 
not altogether successful attempt to pre- 
serve the lives of the hungry. Though 
not having any work in those districts 
the missionaries of the Presbyterian 
church in Canada made an ell'ort to care 
for the children deserted by parents un- 
der stress of famine. Already 
ninety of such children, have 
been received in the mission station. 
Besides evangelistic work carried on in 
the townB, villages and country places, 
six large cities have churches, schools 
and hospitals, the college corriculum 
leading to B.A. and M.A. degrees at 
Indore having alone -100 students. Dr. 
McKellar is accompanied by Miss Ram- 
say oi the English Presbyterian mission 
at Amoy, China, and both are on a fur- 
lough.

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PKOVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FORTY-FIRST DAY. 

Thursday, April S, 1S97. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers were read by the Rev. Bilton 
Haslam. 

Mr. Williams moved for all papers, 
letters and writings relating to the 
security required to be deposited by the 
Columbia and Western Railway Com- 
pany under section 3 of tho Columbia 
/tnd Western Railway Subsidy Act, 189(5, 
ftnu ftll 9 r( .? e r? in council relating thereto. 

ThiB was agreed to. 

Mr.Forster moved for a return showing 
the amount of money received from the 
government and the services rentlSreu 
for such amounts by Mr. Rattenbury, 
architect, up to 31st of March last. 

Agreed to. 

Mr. Forster asked the Chief Cuwiuis- 
6iouer ol Lands and Works : 

1. Is Mr. Rattenbury tho purchasing 
agent for supplying the furniture, in- 
terior decoration, etc., etc., for the new 
government buildings? 

2. Have the government supplied 
specifications and asked for tenders for 
all such necessary fixtures and materials? 

3. If so, who were the tenderers? 
Hon. Mr. Martin in reply said : 

1. Yes. 

2. Yes, where it was practicable and 
in the public interest to do bo. 

3. The British Columbia Furniture 
Co., Weiler Bros., Robertson & Co., 
Muirhead & Mann, McKillican & An- 
derson, E. G. Prior & Co., Tfios. Dunn 
A Co., Nicholles & Renouf, McLellan & 
Mcl'eely, Geo. Hinton, Richardson 
Ellsou <& Co., Farmer Brindley ec Co., 
and D. Mcintosh «.t Co. 

Hon. Premier Turner resumed the de- 
bate on Mr. Cotton's motion urging the 
government to take up the question of 
the simplification of the titles to land 
and the relief of the " inequitable taxa- 
tion " under the Assessment Act. He 
believed ho had before called tills 
double-barreled resolution, and said that 
it was a very'poor thing to olfer to the 
farmer. It was quite true, as the hon. 
gentleman said, that there was groat 
distress among the farmers. He believed 
a matter was now in a forward state to 
relieve the farmers from that distress. 
Hon. gentlemen opposite bad said dur- 
ing the budget debate that if we get pub- 
lic works begun in the province the farmer 
would be helped legitimately. He himself 
questioned whether any other form of 
help would be as good as that. He 
pointed out before, that in offering the 
farmer the Torrens system the mover 
was offering worse than a stone. How 
that system would relieve the farmer lie 
could not at all understand, and he did 
not think any farmers would be found to 
say that the system would help them. 
What the farmers wanted was a market 
and easy access to it. At the present 
time there was a good prospect that the 
farmers— especially in the district which 
the mover referred to specially — would 
be given that. They read in the resolu- 
tion that the simplification of the titles 
to land, by facilitating its transfer and 
enabling a lender to ascertain, at a trifl- 
ing cost and with absolute certainty, the 
borrower's title to the security ollered, 
would be of advantage to this 
industry. He thought if farm- 
ers were satisfied with such a 
proposition as that they must be easily 
gulled indeed. He did not believe that 
one farmer would accede that it would 
give him any alleviation of tho trouble 
that existed at the present time. The 
reference to the Assessment Act was an 
old. old Btory. Every one knew the 
actual position at the present time. Ihe 
farmers unfortunately had arranged for 
themselves that they should pav that 
tax. That was the actual position. The 
resolution if carried out in its entirety 
would mean double taxation to farmers. 
He did not think the house favored the 
motion. 

Mr. Booth complimented the hon. 
member for Vancouver on his ingenuity 
in drawing up the motion. The present 
syBtem of land titles was, however, in 
li is opinion, quite good enough. There 
had been no complaint from the farmers 
about it. He did not see that any good 
would result from changing the. system 
to the Torrens system. To allow the 
hon. member to take this part of the 
resolution away from the mortgage tax- 
motion lie moved that the debate be ad- 
journed to this day three months. 

Mr. Bemlin, in opposing the amend- 
ment, declared that they all knew the 
agricultural interest had been suffering 
for years past and it was Buffering now 
more than any other class. The hon. 
member for the Islands (Mr, Booth) had 
said there were other classes suflfering as 
badly. He would like to know what 
classes they were. As to the Torrens' 
system, after conversation with legal 
gentlemen he was satisfied that the 
sooner the system was adopted, the bet- 
ter for the province. He could see no 
reason in voting down the resolution. 
On the contrary, if the government al- 
lowed it to pass and acted upon it, the 
assistance they could srive under it would 
be very acceptable to the farmers. 

Mr. Helmcken was opposed to the 
three months' motion, as the resolution 
was of importance to many interests in 
the country. The matter ought not to 
be treated in a light way and it was just 
as well to put an end to the question 
whether we should have the Torrens' 
system or not. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts remarked that he 
would only deal with the Torrens system 
part of the resolution. 

Mr. Speaker — The motion is that the 
debate be adjourned for Unee months. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts said it was most 
reasonable to adjourn the resolution for 
three months, particularly because of a 
point he would draw attention to. That 
point referred to the Torrens system. 
He asked the house to note the fact that 
the Torrens system was on the books at 
the present day. In the first year that 
a registration system was passed in Brit- 
ish Columbia — 1860— section 120 gave the 
most complete Torrens system. That 
section set out that after a man had been 
in possession of land for five years lie 
was entitled to a certificate of indefea- 
sible title which was good against the 
whole world, even the crown. That first 
act had to a certain extent been modified 
under tho present system of registration. 
As the act to-day stood when a man had 
been registered for seven years ho might 
apply for a certificate of registered title. 
He would call particular attention to the 
fict that although 20,117:2 cert i Sees of 
title had been issued in Victoria alone, 
only 525 applications had been made for 



Mr. Speaker said the Attorney-General 
roust confine himself to the motion be- 
fore the hotfsSi 

Hon. Mr. Eberts claimed that he might 
Bhow that it was in the best interest of 
the country that the debate should be 
adjourned, and that was what he was 
trying to do. .He was anxious to place 
this matter impartially and fairly before 
the house. The introducing of the 
Torrens system at the present day would 
be a great change upon the country and 
would not be beneficial to tho farmers. 

Mr. Williams submitted that tho hon. 
member was out of order. 

Mr, Cotton expressed surprise that 
the government acquiesced in the motion 
to adjourn, and — 

Hon, Mr. Eberts claimed the floor as 
ho had onlv been waiting for the Speak- 
er's ruling^ This was a most important 
matter. Possibly he was wrong in say- 
ing the debate ought to be adjourned foe 
three months, but there were reasons 
why the resolution should not pass. 
Hon. trontleman opposite seemed ve^- 
loth to hear exactly what was the f <ru th 
with regard to the Torrenp syBti'j. The 
Torrens system would, not jeueiit the 
farmers. 

Mr. Wiliinms again cl.dmed that the 
Attorney-General was '^oing beyond the 
motion of Mr. Booth. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts was again proceeding 
when the Speaker ruled him out of 
order. 

Hon. Mr. Kberts said hon. gentlemen 
on the other side of the house were evi- 
dently desirous not to hear his remarks 
and lie would say nothing more. 

Major Mutter certainly objected to 
the Torrens system, but he did not want 
the debate adjourned ; he wished it con- 
cluded once for all. 

Mr. Cotton also objected to the ad- 
journment. He said it would place the 
government in an uncomfortable and in- 
consistent position. He based that 
statement on facts. In 1SH12 a deputa- 
tion saw the government about ttie 
mortgage tax—. 

Mr. Speaker said the hon. member 
was out of order and he should confine 
himself to the motion. 

After some further small talk the 
three months' hoist was carried by 17 
votes to 1 1 on the following division :

Mr. Kennedy moved the socond read- 
ing of the Poisons bill. The bill was he 
Btated in the public safety. He thought 
the object — tho prevention of accidental 
poisoning — was an object they should all 
strive for. The whole gist of the matter 
was in section 3 which ran as follows: 
"Notwithstanding anything contained 
in any other act of this legislature, it 
Bhall not be lawful to sell any poison, 
either by wholesale or retail, unless the 
bag, bottle, vessel, wrapper or cover in 
which euch poison is contained be dis- 
tinctly labelled with the name of the 
article and the word 'Poison,' and with 
the name and address of the seller of 
the poison, and it shall not be lawful to 
sell any liquid poison unless the same 
be put in a blue bottle having its outer 
surface covered with sharp or raised 
points blown or made in the same, and 
it shall not be lawful to sell any of the 
poison which are enumerated in Sched- 
ule " A " of this act to any person, un- 
known to the seller, unless introduced 
by some person known to the 
seller, and on every sale of any 
such article the seller shall, be- 
fore delivery, make, or cause to be 
made an entry in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, in the form set forth in 
schedule ' B ' of this act, Btatine the date 
of the sale, the name and address of the 
purchaser, the name and quantity of the 
article sold, and the purpose for which 
it is stated by the purchaser to be re- 
quired, to which entry the signature of 
the person (if any) who introduced him 
or her shall be affixed ; and for the pur- 
poses of this section the person on whose 
behalf any sale ie made by any appren- 
tice or servant shall be deemed to be the 
seller ; provided that the provisions of 
this section shall not apply to the sales 
by wholesale to retail dealers in the 
ordinaiy course of wholesale dealing, 
nor to any medicine for internal use sup- 
plied by a legally qualified medical prac- 
titioner-to a patient, nor to any article 
when forming part or the ingredients of 
any medicine for internal use dispensed 
by a person under the direction of a duly 
qualified medical practitioner, provided 
that such medicines be labelled with the 
name and address of the seller, and the 
ingredients thereof be entered in a book 
to lie kept by the seller for that purpose ; 
nor to such medicines known as ' nos- 
trums.' " 

Mr. Kel'p ? remarked that it seemed to 
him that th re was a great dei.l of poison 
sold in smooth bottles at the present 
time. ( Laughter. ) He could not suj>- 
port tho measure. FJe thought druggists 
should label poisons. 

Mr.Smithsaid he would voteagainst the 
hill. No druggist that he had spoken to 
favored the principle. 

I > r . Walkem drew attention to dis- 
crepancies in the hill. The bill would 
strike at all the small stores in the pro- 
vince, and would result in a* few cents 
worth of poison heiiiL' put in a fifty cent 
bottle. 

Mr. Semlin said the wdiole object of 
the bill was the preservation of human 
life. The mover asked that the bill 
should he allowed to go into committei 
and he there amended. That was areas 
unable request. His hon. friend wantei 
death-dealing medicines put in rough 
bottles. Several sad accidents hail hap- 
pened because this had not been done 
He cordially supported tho suggestion 
that the bill should go to committee. 

Capt. Irving and Mr. Rogers opposed 
the bill, 

Hon. Mr. Martin could not see that 
the object the hon. gentleman had in 
view would bo gained by passing the 
bill, and ho would vote against the 
second reading. 

Toe motion for tho second' reading was 
lost by 10 to 10. 

Mr. Forster asked the Minister of 
Finance :

What he ob-° 
jected to, and what he had objected to 
all along, was that the " point on the 
Coast " was not definitely set forth. He 
had come prepared to move that Point 
Roberts be plainly named, and if the 
mos-er and seconder of the resolution 
would consent to its being made to read 
" from Point Robertson the Coast "etc., 
it might meet the difficulty presenting it- 
self to his mind. He had little to say in 
regaril to the proposition itself — but he 
did not want Victorians to endorse any 
indefinite proposition by which when 
the road had been built Victoria would 
find herself left out in the cold. He 
firmly believed in the development of 
the country by railway construction, 
and while the assistance promised by 
the government for the Chilliwaok road 
might not be all that was desirable it 
was a good si art and would go to show the 
world that British Columbians were not, 
afraid to put money into the develop- 
ment of their own country. The time 
had come for this to be done. A second 
point for consideration — was it not well 
that assistance should be given to secure 
a completed road to Kootenay and no 
more disjointed Bpurs of road such 
as the Victoria and Sidney, that in 
themselves were of no use to themselves, 
Victoria or the country at large. He 
hoped by naming Point Roberts to 
secure the utilization of the V. & S. 
road and thereby relieve the city and 
the province of a very considerable 
financial burden. Ife took this stand 
with no antagonism to the C. P. N. Co. 
or any other concern — for surely any 
project that would advance the prosper- 
ity ofVictoria would contribute to the ad- 
vantage of the individual citizens con- 
stituting the community. 

Mr. Ritliet Advises Caution.. 
The mover and seconder expressed 
themselves as satisfied that the pro- 
posed change should be made, and Aid. 
Stewart being also satisfied, it seemed 
as though the resolution would be im 
mediately put to the meeting and the 
proceedings terminate. The chairman 
had in fact gone as far as the customary 
'• are you ready for the question," when 
Mr. R. P. Ritliet, M.P.P., came to the 
platform. 

" No," he said, " 1 am notquite ready. 
I had hoped and expected to hear some 
explanation from the promoters of this 
meeting as to its object or necessity. 1 
did not come here as a representative of 
the city in the legislature, not having 
been invited as Buch. but as a citizen 
taking a deep interest in all that con- 
cerns Victoria, f have been requested, 
too, by Premier Turner to explain that 
he also would be here but for the fact 
that the house is in session with the es- 
timates before it, and it is imperative 
that he should be in his place. This 
matter of the railway from the Coast to 
Kootenay is one that has given both the 
government and your representatives 
much thought, and I have been 
gratified to learn from the speeches here 
this evening that the views of th 
speakers so nearly correspond with tho 
which the government and the hous 
have been zealously endeavoring to carry 
out. That the time has arrived when 
this country should be developed by 
systematic railway construction, and 
that the Dominiod government should 
contribute a fair share of the revenue it 
derives from this country toward the 
construction of these roads will not be 
ienied. The next point for us to re 
member is that we must proceed with 
caution and business prudence. W 
cannot jeopardize the credit of the pro 
vince for the benefit of any particular 
line, and must therefore devise tho best 
means to accomplish the most good, at 
the best price and in the shortest possi 
ble time. These are the reasons that 
have actuated the government in bring

ing down their railway policy bill, and ' 
when the public have had time and op- j £ 
portunity to look fully and fairly into j fj 1 
this measure and to realize its full sig- 
nificance, I am sure that they will give 
the government credit for determining 
upon the legislation that is calculated to 
do the greatest general good in the least 
possible time if it results in the securing 
of the railways mentioned. 

" The object of this meeting, as I un- 
derstand it, is to take up specially the 
matter of the Vancouver, Victoria and 
Eastern railway. 1 had hoped that those 
who were instrumental in calling the 
meeting would appear before it and give 
some explanation of their reasons for do- 
ing bo at the present particular time. 
Their not doing so makes it difficult to 
determine what iH wanted or where we 
are at. We aro all heartily in fa- 
vor of railway building ; we are all 
agreed as to the desirability of con- 
structing any road that will develop this 
province, or any important section of it. 
One thing in regard to this Vancouver, 
Victoria & Eastern, railway has, how- 
ever, always been a puzzle to me. As a 
member of the legislature and as 
chairman of the railway commit- 
tee, I was somewhat surprised to 
note, and I pointed out to the solicitor 
in charge of the bill that it contained no 
provision for the continuation of the 
road to Victoria. His reply was that he 
was not then in a position to amend the 
preamble, which would be necessary. In 
fact, it was only when the bill was in its 
last stage that the provision was made 
that connection should be made with 
some point on Vancouver island, — even 
then the promoters of the 'bill did not 
say Victoria. I would have liked to have 
heard from the promoters of this road, 
here, to-night, wiiy, if it was the inten- 
tion to come to Victoria, it was not so 
stated in their measure." 

Coiftinuing, Mr. Rithet quoted from 
the bill at its different stages to show 
that the company's intention was to 
build from Vancouver city to Rossland, 
via New Westminster. No mention was 
made of Victoria — possibly so that the 
promoters might come to Victorians later 
on and ask them to bid'with a substan- 
tial bonus for connection. His objection 
to this bill, as a citizen and as a represen- 
tative of the city, rested on the" fact that 
Victoria was ignored in it: and until the 
promoters of the enterprise came for- 
ward with a straight, open declaration 
that would be satisfactory to Victorians, 
he could not but advise his fellow-citi- 
zens to be cautious how they pledged their 
assistance. When the promoters were 
ready to make such an honest declar- 
ation as he had spoken of, he would be 
found not only ready to follow but to 
lead in support of the project — but not 
until then, in fairness to Victoria. 

Replying to questions from Aid. Part- 
lidiie and ex-Aid Williams, he explained 
that he had suggested to the 
gentleman in charge of the bill 
that provision be made in it for 
connection with Victoria. The uear- 
eat to this that the bill 
got, however, was " some point on Van- 
ouver Island.',' Concluding, he com- 
mented on the fact that the public ap 
peared especially enamoured of this 
Kootenay road, although he hoped Vic 
torians would learn more about it.ascer 
tain if it could be built and operated on 
economical and practical lines, and find 
out what engineering difliculties were 
presented by the route proposed, before 
setting upon it the seal of their approval 
In regard to the British Pacitic— for 
which it had been said he was ready to 
sacrifice this Kootenay road — the securing 
of that road had lor years been the goal of 
his ambitions. If he had not yet been 
successful he did not think it could be 
said that his failure had cost* the coun 
try anything, or yet discredited the 
country in any way. For years he 
id stood alone for this road and a gen- 
eral policy of railway building, and 
while be still believed the British Paci- 
fic the best road for Victoria and the 
whole of British Columbia, lie would be 
willing and glad at any time to assist 
any road calculated to be of benefit to 
the whole province or any section of it. 
As a final word he read several extracts 
from Marcus Smith's report and other 
documents as to the engineering diflicul- 
ties presented by the Hope mountain 
route. 

" Until you know more about this 
country between Penticton and Hope," 
he said, " I certainly could not advise 
you to take the responsibility of recom- 
mending the government to spend the 
country's money in the manner pro- 
posed; while as Victorians wo mtiBt 
stand lirmly together for Victoria's in- 
terests." 

The Amendment Appears. 
Aid. Stewart, in view of Mr. Rithet's 
remarks, concluded that the original 
motion, even as changed, would not euil 
his views, and he therefore moved in 
amendment, Aid. McCandless being the 
seconder, 

"That the local government be re- 
quested to so amend the proposed 
act, 181)7, that the expenditure on the 
Coast railway shall take place this year; 
failing the whole of it a reasonable por- 
tion of it shall be built, and that the 
ro.td shall be so constructed that it may 
form a link or continuation of the Sid- 
ney railway, and also that it will form 
tho first portion of a complete line to the 
Kootenay country ; that the building of 
the road shall commence on tho main- 
land at English Bluff, Point Roberts. 

That arrangements be made con- 
necting the cities of Vancouver and 
Westminster with the proposed line and 
that traffic arrangements shall be of- 
fered the C. P. R. and G. N. railway, so 
that they may run their cars into Vic- 
toria, with a distinct understanding that 
neither of them Bhall have any say in 
the control of the road. 

\nd be it further resolved that a 
jopy of this resolution be sent to each 
member of the local government." 

Aid. McCandless had during tho past 
two or throe weeks been told that there 
was nothing in this company's charter 
requiring tho completion of tho road to 
Victoria. He had found this to be a 
fact, and though in favor of the road, as 
a Victorian ho felt obliged to oppose it 
un!6ss the desired stipulation was dis- 
tinctly made. He hoped the meeting 
would vote against any indefinite pro- 
position for a " road to the Coast." 

Mr. Alexander Wilson was also in ac-

of the Victoria connection by way of 
Sydney, simply because the promoters 
of the bill had not wanted to antagonize 
others who might want to provide 
connection by ferry — the C. P. N. 
Co. for one, Mr. Dunsmuir for 
another. Mr. Rithet had taken 
much more credit for his devotion 
to Victoria than he was entitled to. 
When he (Dr. Milne) returned home 
he found the bill before the com- 
mittee in the last stage, and when it was 
proposed to introduce the provision by 
which connection with Victoria was 
made possible, the only objection came 
from Mr. Cotton and Mr. Rithet. 

This Mr. Rithet immediately contra- 
dicted. His only objection had been 
that Victoria was not mentioned. 

Mr. RUhet had objected, Dr. Milne 
continued, and more' than that he had 
takod Mr. Booth to have the bill re- 
committed so that Vancouver Island 
connection might bo mentioned. 

As to the project itself, Mr. Rithet, 
he asserted, had always been its 
enemy, being quite willing to sacri- 
fice it for the British Pacific. 
He maintained that no formidable 
engineering difficulties presented them- 
selves, and that to revert again to the 
British Pacific, the present Bute Inlet 
scheme was very different from the ori- 
ginal proposition, Victoria being by it 
quite left in the cold. Tho British Pa- 
cific would doubtless come in time, as 
the necessity for it became apparent, 
but in the meantime it was to Victoria's 
interest to get connection with Koote- 
nay, and get it quickly, so that a portion 
of the trade of this rich region 
might be diverted hither and Victoria 
become tho winter home of tho great 
number of those engaged in mining ven- 
tures in the rich interior. At the pres- 
ent time Victoria was losing valuable 
trade and desirable residents — the adop- 
tion of the resolution proposed by Mr. 
Grant would he thought bring the 
change nearer at band. He did not in- 
tend to enter into politics, but it was 
certainly unfair that the government 
should give so much to the British 
Pacific and so little to the Kootenay and 
coast line, 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken, M.P.P., took 
tho floor for a moment only, to clear 
away the false impression that he was 
opposed to this line— ho would do his 
best to carry out the wishes of the citi- 
zens of Victoria and assist the lino. As 
to Mr. Rithet's stand in the legislature 
on tho bill, he had merely insisted on 
the proper practice being complied with 
and had certainly not opposed Victoria's 
recognition in the measure. 

The amendment and the original reso- 
lution were then read, and the former 
being " put " first in the usual manner 
it was unanimously adopted. 
That wiib the end of the meeting.
